During the second 
quarter our payroll was $1,088,000 more than a year 
ago and our taxes were $626,000 more." 

Consolidated Gat Company of New York, one of 
the outstanding public utilities in the world, had gross 
revenues tif $J3,000,000 for the second quarter, prac- 
tically the same as for a year ago. But profits per share 
of common stock dropped from 83 cents to 41 cents. 
The drop Wiis caused wholly by the rise in the cost of 
doing business. For the first half of this year taxes and 
ioperating expenses were up 10.9 per cent from last 
year. J'or the June quarter they were up 14.4 jx-r cent. 

General Motors* quarterly report showed its three 
months' sales at $303,000,000, an increase of no less 
than $100,000,000 but w.iges and materials jumped even 
faster so that its three months' profit was actually 
$1,000,000 less than the same period in 1933. 

Along with talk about new ways of taxing industry, 
soaking the investor and cutting the rates of public ser- 
vice companies and railroads, it is well to bear in mind 
that the rank and file of United Slates citizens depend I 
upon them to make earnings on savings which they havej

'Working on the the- f 
ory that unless drastic action were taken, the American, 
market would be glutted witii agricultural surpluses for I 
many years to come, thus keeping prices at bankrupt' 
levels, steps were taken to kill pii;s, plaw under wheat 
and '■otton, and otherwise attempt to adjust demand and 
supply. The government paid out checks totaling mil- 
lions to farmers in order to recompense them for crops 
thus destroyed. 

Everything went along well — until the power of 
Got! appeared, in the form of the worst drought in gen- 
erations. The wheat and cotton crops of whole state* 
■were literally burned to dust. Cattle died of thirst and 
starvation — high winds whirled away seed and top-soil, 
making a desert of what had been the finest and richest 
farm land in the country.

Every business in the com- 
munity is benefitted, from the corner grocery to the 
electric utility. Every pockctbook feels the fattening 
etTect of construction dollars. 

The great drive to boom construction is getting 
underway now. Private capital that has been tied up in 
non-productive channels is going to work. A vast 
need for housing exists, in both urban and rural localities 
— there has never been so great a potential demand for 
ibettcr and more modern homes. 

So far as the individual citi/en is concerned, he is 
now being offered an upreccdented opportunity to build 
on extremely favorable terms. Almost all the costs in- 
volved — from paint to interest charges — are well under 
previous levels. It is the part of wisdom to make the 
fullest possible use of that opportunity. 

* « * 

POLITICS COLORS FACTS 

Tlie hand of politics, not too well veiled, is begin- 
ning to appear in many supposedly dispassionate surveys 
of the business situation. It is an ancient axiom that 
any smart statistician can produce figures that will 
prove almost anything — it is equally axiomatic that you 
can color the true facts concerning business by cither 
overstatement or understatement without actually tell- 
ing an untruth. 

Republican sympathizers are seeking to make the 
public believe that business is bad, is getting worse. 
Democratic backers are trying to persuade it that busi- 
ness is recovering, that definite improvement is taking 
place all the time. The truth, as is so often the case, 
lies between these extremes of opinion. Business is still 
suffering from the summer decline, but in some fields 
production is above what the normal seasonal expectancy 
would have led us to expect. Prices for many commodi- 
ties seem fairly steady — those of agriculture, due to 
drought, well up. and rising. Basic heavy industries — 
notably steel and lumber, arc at very low ebb, however. 
Main tly in the ointment is still labor trouble. By 
the time this is read, some 500,000 textile workers may 
have walked out. paralyzing the industry. Whether 
they do or not, is not es[X'cia!ly important so far as the 
long view is concerned — the fact to be kept in mind is 
that labor has been nude dissatisfied and forces are at 
work to keep trouble brewing in a campaign to unionize 
industry 100 per cent. The appeal made to hl>-,r li 
that if it loses now, its cause will be set back a century. 
On the other hand, conservative leaders believe radical-' 
ism and strikes will sluke public confidence' in orgiinzed 
labor at this time — that mediation is better than force. 

Of obvious interest to business are the scite primaries, 
which so (jtr have demonstrated very liale. Most Dem- 
o;:ratic nomirees are enthusiastic New Deal men — most 
Republican candidates iwd equally in opposition. The 
President has let it be known that he will not give direct 
rapport to any candidate, i.-.d that came as a blow to 
iiur.v J ;>olitical hopeful. Mr. Roosevelt is wisely re- 
I'rai ung f om follosving the example of the tragic Wil- 
son who .-.sked the country to return Democratic major- 
itie-, to H juse and Senate, was refused by the electorate, 
and was completely discredited In his leadership. Many 
current Democratic candidates will insinuate that the 
Pre dent won't be able to sleep nights until they are 
'ifc!;- ;'':ted. But tlut won't mean anything.

Uow this Uttle 
craft wn« guided or managed to 
make a landing, I have no more 
knowIcdKC than aomoone far dlatant, 
nnd I think It must have seemed auch 
a frightful undertaking to the poor 
Uttle girl that It blotted out nil olso, 
SVc landed two mlleu down Blrcam. 
there being no nearer landing, for It 
was Biich an angry stream that the 

^hlgh hluffa on the west honk made It 
NjmpoBslhlo to oroBB It direct. So our 
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t)oor makeshift -was In luck to make 
the other ahore. oven In two mllea. 
It was muddy where we landed, and 
hard work was required to got the 
wagons on to anytlilng like firm 
ground. I have no Idoa of the man- 
ner of gotUng that rait back to Uio 
tartlng place for use by others, but 
brother and the oxen came over on it. 
niid father went back and forth sev* 
■cral times helping others. Mrs. Hon- 
^ncsy croflsed with ua In ono of their 
y-wagons: they had no children with 
"thorn, having left four In Hrighton. 
Trip Hard on Animala 
I When this rvler was crossed, wo 
were In a big no-man's-land, wUh no 
sign of habitation; sometimes wo saw 
Indians, as wo were then passing 
through the Pawnee Nation. Thoy 
wore friendly, and made no trouble 
that I remeraber. I do recall, how- 
c%*er, that where father purchased 
supplies east of the river, bo bought 
a block cow, thinking there would bo 
loed for It. and the milk would bo sd 
good for the children, but I believe 
that cow was the greatest disappoint- 
mont of the whole trip. When Ihoyj 
tried to milk her.. they found they, 
had a hard Job, for »he would kick 
and throw her head around, and they 



were undisturbed In the shallow 
pIflcijH thoy wore forced to leave them 
In. But there was evidence In plenty, 
thai Buch could not he; for no matter 
lidw hiird they tried to cover tho dead 
with stones, where they could he got- 
ten, or pieces of wagon wheels and 
lK>xofl, they were brouKhl to the sur- 
face by coyotes. These sneaking 
hcustH, as soon as darkness came, 
would set up their dismal, nervu- 
destroylng howl. Sometimes wo came 
to tho tittle prairie dog villages, and 
althouKh they are very apry animals 
wo managed to lengthen out many a 
meal at their expense. We had no 
gun but there were plenty of (Ire-arms 
In tho train, so that some ot the 
younger men, when In sight ot a herd 
of buITalo would follow on. Some- 
times luck befell them, and they 
brought meat back; sometimes It was 
a deer, or bear., and I recall they are 
all good meat when one Is hungry. 
We always had a share, tor people 
under those elrcumstancea are willing 
to divide the work and the meat. I 
woll remember ono day In tho Black 
Hills, brother Jerome and I being a 
little In advance ot our wagon, found 
a hear'a head Juat as It had heen cut 
from the l>ody» with the hide still on. 
Perhaps Umt would not havo 
seemed so desirable under other con- 
ditions, hut It looked good to us, so 
we made sure of It and It made the 
family a good raoal. At that tlmo wo 
wore able to got wood enough to cook 
with, for tho hills wore coverod with 
a shrub cedar that looked a dusty 
black but burned flne. Aa a usual 
thing we had to depend on buffalo 
chips, ond sometimes thoy were so 
scarce we had to begin gathering 
them long before wo came to a camp- 
ing place.

Let 
OB rerlew the ele- 
ments out orf which 
such a ooda should 
bo made. 
I bellera most 
i^'- parents would list 
*'*^ first: the quart of 
rollk dally, taken In difTercnt 
forma ; two or more vegetables, 
with at least one tho green leafy 
variety dally; some fresh fruit; 
meat, flah and eggs; and bread and 
butter. 

The amount of sleep is impor- 
tant; restful, quiet sleep. Tho 
young child should have an after- 
noon rest in addition. Fresh air 
and sunshine must be in the health 
budget in liberal allotments. And 
the diminished sunshine of winter 
• calls for one of the flsh liver oils 
as a regular item In the code. 

Be sure that the child's right to 
playtime Is honored. Let nothing 
interfere with thia natural heri- 
tage. Permit some time every day 
when tho child may do as he 
pleases. Consider seriously tho an- 
nual health examination by your 
family physician and dentist. In- 
sure against smallpox and diph- 
theria. There are the routine daily 
health habits such as cleanliness 
and elimination to be added to tho 
code. Finally do everything pos- 
sible to bring happiness to the 
child and to make htm feel secure 
and safe. Give him companion- 
ship; laugh with him; encourago 
his confidences.
